By the provisions of the amended 


tutomoblle .law,' all registrations of 
motor vehicles issued'prior'to Jan. 1, 
1910, 'become 'void'and- inoperative Up- 
on that date. As a result, only those 
machines that have been registered 
since the beginning of the 
present 


year can be operated upon .the high- 
ways of the state without violation 
of the law. 


This means, that 
all automobile 


owners, or owners.of any motor ve- 
hicles whatsoever, are liable to de- 
tention and fine by the police of the 
towns in which the 
machines 
are 


owned, unless the law is - complied 
with. The authorities are giving au- 
tomobilists time until April 1 to se- 
cure their licenses, and after 
that 


date violators of the law 
will be 


gathered in regardless. 


Motor vehicle owners 
who 
have 


not secured their licenses are not on- 
ly liable to a flne by the 
town in 


which they are apprehended, but are 
also liable to a fine issued" by the 
state. Also, in case of accident, the 
owner of any unlicensed motor ve- 
hicle Is liable to all damages ihcur- 
red in the accident, on the highway, 
without any redress whatsoever. The 
authorities regard all violators o£ this 
statute as outlaws. 
: 


After April 1, the police of 
the 


towns throughout the state, who have 
been supplied with the names of own- 
ers of motor vehicles who have not re- 
licensed their machines, will sweep 
In the owners on their first known ap- 


pearance on the highways, and the 
fines and other duress will bo in op- 
eration.

Frank A. Perret, the American 


volcanologist, believes the lecrease In 
the flow of lava Is due to obstruction 
in the new craters which" prevent Its 
flowing freely qnd that later, elthe: 
In"a few days or perhaps a week, the 
molten mass either will forceia/pass 
age or an earthquake will result. . 


Professor Perret went Sunday from 


Nlcolosl to the Alpine club

1 think we can do no better :wprk: than; help speed the,day 
when wo may educate our farmers In'our. public schools so that they 
can read the agricultural papers and bulletins Intelligently.

trouble is not that farmers .do not read the agricultural books, papers 
and bulletins, but that their early education has been neglected and 
they are unfamiliar with the terms that we'are.compelled to-use. in 
writing upon agricultural topics. There is no greater need in our edu- 
cation of today than something that.will .assist;in connecting.our ex- 
periment station workers; our agricultural press and our 'agricultural 
writers with their readers. .
